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3 [Rule Files: Configuring Icons 


Configuring Icons 


X.desktop represents files and directories in the UNIX filing system by pictorial 
icons , which provide the user with a convenient way of manipulating files and give 
additional information about the types of files and their access permissions. 

In this chapter you will learn how the appearance and behavior of icons are defined 
in a rule file, and how you can write your own rules to give the files on your system 
specially designed icons and titles. 

See also Objects, which are a simple and very flexible way of configuring icons. 

Defining the appearance of icons 

To alter the appearance of an icon or number of icons, an icon rules clause 
matching the appropriate icons is used.
